It was quite in keeping with our 
Anglican tradition in America that the 
House of Bishops should meet at the 
University of the South in Sewanee, 
Tennessee. Through the years this fine 
institution with its outstanding scholastic 
record has been intimately affiliated with 
the Episcopal Church. In fact, it is 
owned, as I recall, by twenty-three Dio- 
ceses in the Southland. Its chancellor is 
one of our Bishops and it has a growing 
Divinity School in which one of our 
gifted priests is a professor—the Rev. Vesper O. Ward. There 
were 132 Bishops with their wives in attendance and the ses- 
sions were unique in that we began our meetings on Saturday 
and used the better part of Sunday for the customary Quiet 
Day after the early Celebration. Other factors made the meet- 
ing memorable to me. 

I emplaned for Sewanee on Friday the 13th. Everything 
about the day was strange. I flew to Tennessee by way of 
Chicago. The first leg of the trip was uneventful, but on the 
second I kept remembering the word of the English historian, 
“Blessed are the people whose annals are uninteresting.” We 
flew through a series of electrical storms before we landed in 
Chattanooga which were as spectacular as I ever hope to 
experience. When we finally came to earth no one could get 
out of the plane for 15 minutes because of the gale with rain 
falling in sheets. Now you see why I remember Friday the 
13th. The weather continued uncertain but it made very little 
difference as the seminarians taxied us about in courtesy cars, 
and the warmth and cordiality of the reception was entirely 
characteristic of the old South at its best. I was the guest of

In addition, 
a Diocesan mailing piece for use in the 
Diocese of California has now come from 
the printer, and is ready for distribution. 
Three of the pieces may be ordered in any 
quantity from the Diocesan Department 
of Promotion, while the others are to be 
ordered directly from National Council. 
Order blanks from National Council 
reached the parishes in August, and many 
have already been received.

“Faithful Stewards of Thy Boun- 
ty,” a self-mailer illustrating the 
way God makes use of all our pos- 
sessions.

“Split Church” Takes 
Six-Hour Ride 


Four hundred tons of stone and mortar, 
lus an $80,000 stained glass window 
orming the front section of the four- 
story-high, 91-year-old Episcopal Church 
of St. Matthew in San Mateo, Calif., was 
gently parted from the main structure of 
the church in a spectacular moving feat 
this summer. 

The massive undertaking, which mov- 
ing experts rated as one of the most difh- 
cult ever attempted, went forward without 
a hitch under the direction of the Morris 
Daley Co., San Mateo, Calif. general 
contractors. 

The section was rolled away from the 
main portion of the church on heavy 
I-beam tracks supported by cement-filled 
caissons sunk more than 25 feet into the 
earth. Four horizontal hydraulic jacks 
nudged the huge mass forward at the rate 
of five feet per hour. By the end of the 
day the gap had been extended to the 30 
feet required in the church’s expansion 
plans. 

Milton T. Pflueger, architect for the 
project, said that the moving operation 
had been so closely planned that a sinkage 
allowance of one inch was made to line up 
the flooring which will be laid between 
the two sections when the expansion is 
completed. 

Construction of the new nave has now 
begun. When completed it will enlarge 
the church’s seating capacity from 222 to 
392. Pflueger pointed out that the unusual 
moving project was decided on after his 
firm estimated that it could be done for 
approximately $50,000 less than razing 
and rebuilding the section. 

Two new 15-foot bays will be built 
between the older sections. Four new 
stained glass windows designed and exe- 
cuted by Henry Willet 7 Philadelphia 
are being made for the new section. 

The Rev. Lesley Wilder, rector of the 
Church, explained that the $525,000 re- 
modeling program, underwritten by parish 
members, included, in addition to the nave 
expansion, extensive alterations to the 
Parish House, including the addition of a 
second floor. 

The remodeling work was planned so 
that services could be held in the main 
portion of the church while alterations 
were in progress. 

Also this summer, St. Matthew's wel- 
comed back its former assistant, the Rev. 
John Easton, who has also served in this 
Diocese as vicar of the Church of the 
Transfiguration in South San Mateo. Fr. 
Easton had been in the East working with 
one of the Church’s orders for men for 
several months. A graduate of CDSP in

Work at Alum Rock 
Progressing Rapidly 
Establishment of St. Philip’s Church on 
San Jose’s East Side (Alum Rock) is now 
complete, after several months of prelimi- 
nary work. The mission church has been 
served through the opening period by the 
Rev. Albert E. Martyr, retired priest of 
San Jose. On September 1, Stuart N. 
Anderson, former assistant at Trinity, San 
Jose, became the mission’s first vicar. 


Land for the mission has been pur- 
chased, and the first church service was 
held on the property on July 21. Men 
and women of the congregation have 
completely remodeled a small cottage on 
the property to make it suitable for church 
use. 


The acting vicar installed Mrs. Henry 
Dahleen as president of the new Women’s 
Auxiliary on June 24. Music is being 
provided by a Junior Choir directed by 
Mrs. Deane Adams. The congregation 
held a rummage sale in September, and 
will hold a Harvest Festival on October 26. 
use. According to the new vicar, one of 
the first problems facing the congregation 
will be that of rather extensive street work 
which must be done before the land can 
be used on a full-scale basis. The Rev. 
Mr. Anderson said that the land does not 
front on any existing city street and that 
funds must be raised to run a street onto 
the property, with paving and sewers as 
part of the expense.

Group Life Lab Set 
At Asilomar Grounds 


For Area Clergy 

Second laboratory on the Church and 
Group Life to be held within the Diocese 
of California will begin next week at 
Asilomar conference grounds in Pacific 
Grove. Scheduled to open October 6, the 
laboratory program will continue to Oc- 
tober 18. Many clergy from all parts of 
the West are expected to be in attend- 
ance, and some will fill preaching engage- 
ments in various Diocesan Churches. 

The laboratory program, begun three 
years ago, has now included more than 
one-third of the clergy of the Church. 
Goal of the National Council has been to 
reach one-half of the Church’s clergy by 
the end of the current triennium, that is, 
by fall of 1958. The clergy, who live and 
work together for the two-week period, 
are trained and allowed to experiment 
with the factors and forces which operate 
whenever groups of people come together. 

While industrial and educational or- 
ganizations have long been interested in 
the study of the dynamics of groups, the 
Episcopal Church was the first church 
group to undertake systematic study of 
the factors involved. 


Westlake Church Begins 


Parish Hall Construction 

Ground-breaking services for St. Mar- 
tin’s, Westlake, were held by Bishop Block 
on the afternoon of Sept. 6, beginning 
that mission’s construction program which 
will see the erection of a parish hall- 
classroom unit to be used temporarily as 
a church. According to the Rev. Alan 
Downey, the church’s vicar, the new build- 
ing, a two-story structure with classrooms 
in the above-ground basement, is to be 
built by the Henry Doelger organization 
at a cost of $76,800. Interior finish work 
will be done by the congregation itself in 
to.save on building costs, the vicar 
said. 


Inter-Parish Council 
Holds Asilomar Meet 


Second annual Asilomar conference, 
sponsored by the Inter-parish Council of 
Episcopalian Clubs, was held in late 
September at the conference grounds in 
Pacific Grove. The council of young adults 
exists to be of service to those churches 
who wish to avail themselves of ideas and 
outlets for the 20-40 age bracket within 
congregation life. 

Speaker at this year’s conference was 
the Rev. C. Peter Boes of St. Peter’s, 
Redwood City, who spoke to the group on 
the subject of “Contemporary Religions 
in Europe.” The Rev. Canon David R. 
Forbes served as chaplain for the week- 
end.

Two California Clergymen Make Report 


The Diocese of California’s “traveling 
rector,’ the Rev. C. Peter Boes of St. 
Peter's, Redwood City, has recently re- 
turned from his summer’s tour of the 
Near East. Visiting Greece, Syria, Jordan, 
Lebanon, the Holy Land and the new state 
of Israel, and Egypt, Fr. Boes was accom- 
panied on the trip by the Rev. Howard 
Davis, also of St. Peter’s. 


High spot of the trip for the two clergy- 
men was a private audience with His 
Majesty, King Hussein of Jordan, in 
Amman, which is the ancient Biblical 
city of Philadelphia. Writing to his con- 
gregation, the rector described the visit 
as follows: 

“From Damascus we drove on to Am- 
man, the ancient city of Philadelphia, now 
the capital of Jordan. We had a private 
audience with His Majesty, King Hus- 
sein, in the Royal Palace and talked about 
many problems, including the President's 
policy, the plight of the refugees, the 
Communist problem, and the work of the 
Church here. Most of the Protestants who 
fled Palestine, when the new state of 
Israel was set up, are Episcopalians. They 
have had a difficult time getting their 
new congregations together and reorgan- 
ized in Jordan. We have now eight con- 
and soon an Arab Bishop will 

elected. Our Church lost three million 
dollars in church property, for which the 
Israel state has not compensated. This is 
a sad story, and most of our people in 
America have not heard the whole story. 
Today Mr. Elston, minister of the Na-

tional Presbyterian Church and minister 
to the President ( Eisenhower ), arrives in 
Jerusalem. He is making a study of the 
problem. Next week our own Dean Sayre 
of the National Cathedral in Washington 
arrives. He is doing the same thing. The 
situation here is one which Christians 
cannot ignore, nor can they be misin- 
formed about it.” 


The Redwood City rector has made a 
number of such trips, not only to the 
Middle East but to Europe and Russia. 
He is well known for his published arti- 
cles and talks on the trips which he has 
made. 


New Statues Dedicated 
At All Saints’, S. F. 


Two newly-acquired statutes were dedi- 
cated in early August in All Saints’ 
Church, San Francisco, according to the 
rector, the Rev. Leon P. Harris. The Ital- 
ian, hand-carved pieces, depicting Christ 
and the Virgin, have been placed in the 
Shrines of the Sacred Heart and the Vir- 
gin. 

The two medieval art pieces are only 
the most recent in a large religious art 
collection now housed at All Saints’. Fr. 
Harris has been instrumental in obtain- 
ing the collection, most of the work hav- 
ing been done within the past eight years. 
Objects have come from Europe and Mex- 
ico to take their places in the San Francisco 
church, which is located in “inner Sun- 
set.”

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Retired Clergyman 
Taken by Death 


A long and colorful clergy career came 
to a close this summer with the passing of 
the Rev. Jacob Henry Ohlhoff on August 
16 in his Mill Valley home. The former 
director of Canon Kip Community House 


was 71 years of age at the time of his 
death. 


Serving as director of Canon Kip from 
1915 until his retirement in 1952, the 
veteran priest had spent almost his entire 
ministry there. A native of New York 
City, he had been ordained in 1912, and 
had served at Sonoma prior to coming to 
San Francisco. 


The Rev. Mr. Ohlhoff was a legendary 
figure in the south-of-Market district. 
Among his accomplishments was the 
founding of clinics, including the city’s 
first night clinic for women, the first 
birth-control clinic in the city, and the 
first nursery in San Francisco to serve milk 
every day. His day nursery was estab- 
lished to care for the children of mothers 
who worked in the factories near the 
Community House. 


Deriding the “Bible-pounders” who 
worked in the “Skid Row” area, the Rev. 
Mr. Ohlhoff felt that Christianity was 
best preached by example. As a result the 
entire community came to know him as a 
man who knew and understood its needs, 
and who was always ready with a helping 
hand when it was needed.

It has now been three years since the 
National Church’s Department of Chris- 
tian Education introduced the first ma- 
terials in the Church’s own curriculum, 
published by the Seabury Press, an agency 
of National Council. With the publica- 
tion of this year’s materials, curriculum 
for each age level through ninth grade is 
now available for the first time. Many of 
our clergy and teachers have expressed 
curiosity as to how these materials have 
been received, and how widely they are 
being used in the Diocese of California. 
This article is an attempt to explore these 
questions, and to point out certain trends 
which are apparent here. 

Just prior to his leaving the Depart- 
ment to become Rector of St. Clement's 
Church in Berkeley, the Rev. Canon 
Charles M. Guilbert addressed a ques- 
tionnaire to the 107 churches in the Dio- 
cese which had church school programs 
at that time. Sixty-four of these churches 
completed the questionnaires, and it is on 
the basis of these returns that certain facts 
come to light which should be of interest 
to the Diocese as a whole. 


The question most often asked is “How 
many churches are using Seabury mate- 
rials?” Twenty-seven parishes replied in 
the affirmative to this, although five of 
them were using it in only one or two 
classes on an experimental basis. Of the 
remaining churches, 27 were using the 
Episcopal Church Fellowship curriculum, 
while the remainder were using various 
other available courses. One church is us- 
ing the Presbyterian Church’s official cur- 
riculum, and one is using the materials 
published by David C. Cook. In nearly 
every case, the churches using the Seabury 
Press material were also using Fellowship 
materials in grades for which Seabury was 
not available. 

From the point of view of the Diocesan 
Department, these figures would appear 
very encouraging. The Episcopal Church 
Fellowship material, published by the 
Morehouse-Gorham company, has taken 
cognizance in large measure of the aims of 
the National Council department. An 
introduction to the course as a whole 
states the publisher's general agreement 
with the points of view of the official 
organization, and makes it clear that both 
sets of curricula are based, at least to a 
large degree, upon the same educational 
theories. This would seem to indicate,

then, that some 80 percent of the respond- 
ing churches also are committed to the 
same educational outlook and have been 
successful to a greater or lesser degree in 
imparting this commitment to their teach- 
ing staffs. 

In comparing the two courses, the most 
frequent comment in favor of the Fellow- 
ship materials was that “they provided 
more content, and more heip in lesson 


planning.” Particularly in churches which 


have been thus far unable to provide reg- 
ular ongoing teacher training, the lack of 
“specific instructions” with the Seabury 
courses has been felt. 

As the 1957-58 school year begins, we 
begin to note some changes in attitude 
toward the two curricula. In the past 
week I have been in contact with two 
churches, both of which have used Sea- 
bury materials during the past year. One 
of these churches remains completely 
“sold” on Seabury, and intends to use it 
throughout the church school this year; 
the other church, upon the urgent request 
of the teachers themselves, plans to change 
completely to the Fellowship materials. 
The only obvious difference, to an out- 
sider, between the two programs, is that 
one has included regular teacher training, 
while the other has not. Present reports 
indicate that several churches will aban- 
don the Seabury courses this year, while a 
similar number will adopt them for the 
first time. No significant change, statistic- 
wise, will probably be apparent this year. 


It is in the area of the so-called “pre- 
requisites” for the Seabury materials that 
the greatest number of differences among 
the churches were discovered. ‘These in- 
clude such things as “family worship,” 
leadership training, parents’ and adult 
classes, lengthened church school hour, 
and a program of regular teacher and 
observer training. Practices in these areas 
still vary widely, and reactions to some of 
these experiments have been widely dif- 
ferent in the various churches. 


Most popular of the “new” practices 
among the churches has been the so-called 
“family” service, usually held at either the 
9:00 or 9:30 hour on Sunday morning. 
Several of the churches were doing this 
some time before the Seabury materials 
were published, and it has now spread 
until it would appear to be “normal” pro- 
cedure throughout the Diocese. Sixty 
churches answering the questionnaire now 


have some form of “family” service, six 
with the Eucharist every Sunday, the rest 
with some variation and alternation be- 
tween the Eucharist and Morning Prayer, 
sometimes in an “adapted” form with one 
lesson. Successful use of this service re- 
flects the same experience throughout the 
United States, with nearly every diocese 
reporting that this service has become an 
important part of parish life in recent 
years. It is interesting to note that the 
custom of seating youngsters in this serv- 
ice “by classes” has almost completely dis- 
appeared, and that attendance by family 
unit has become the “norm.” 


“A concerned core of adults interested 
in the Church’s religious education pro- 
gram” has, from the first, been at the head 
of the National Council's list of prerequi- 
sites for successful use of the Seabury 
Series. This condition, obviously, is not 
something that can be reported statisti- 
cally. The questionnaires, however, did 
reveal that 41 of the parishes had sent 
adults to one or more Parish Life Confer- 
ences, and that 37 of the church schools 
have teachers who have been to PLC's. 
Since the methods of teaching under the 
Seabury plan have a great deal in common 
with the Parish Life Conference method, 
there may be some correlation seen here. 
Two or three parishes reporting the great- 
est success with Seabury materials were 
parishes which have sent most if not all 
of their teachers to Parish Life Confer- 
ences. 


National Council suggestion which has 
apparently met with little acceptance in 
the Diocese has been the Parents’ Class, 
held in conjunction with the Church 
School. Only nine churches report the 
existence of Parents’ Classes on the Sea- 
bury plan, and some of these represent 
distinct modifications of the National 
Council's suggestions. This, too, is re- 
flective of nation-wide experience, with 
many dioceses reporting very limited suc- 
cess in this area. On the other hand, some 
40 of the churches reported that they have 
an adult class of some type, and an equal 
number report week-day classes and study 
groups for adults. In this connection it 
should be noted that the Seabury Press 
has recognized the weakness of the Pa- 
rents’ Class program, and is attempting 
to strengthen it with new publications 
which came out this fall. Of the nine 
churches currently using the Parents’ 
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Crowded conditions, lack of space, shortage of teachers still continue to hamper the Church School 


program in many of the parishes and missions of the Diocese. Here three classes meet in one small 
room in one of the newer missions. 


Class plan, nearly all reported success, 
and one or two relatively small churches 
reported more than 100 adults taking part 
in these programs! 

Another area of concern is that of class 
sessions in the Church School. With the 
publishers of both of the more popular 
curricula agreeing that classes of 45 min- 
utes or longer are necessary for fullest 
utilization of the materials, the question- 
naires reveal that only 26 of the churches 
have classes of this length or longer. An 
additional 18, however, report 40-minute 
class periods, while 19 churches are still 
in the 20-30 minute bracket. Once again, 
the correlation between publisher’s recom- 
mendations and success with the mate- 
rials is seen, as almost without exception 
churches reporting success with the new 
materials are those with the longer class 
times. 

Recommendations in terms of class size 
seem to have been accorded more atten- 
tion than those regarding class length. 
Only 11 churches report classes with more 
than 15 members, and the average class 
would seem to have approximately 10. 
This is in keeping with the recommenda- 
tion of both publishers, and probably once 
again reflects the fact that the greatest 
success has been experienced when the 
recommendations have been carried out. 

One very encouraging note was the 


large number of churches which have in- 


stituted the “teacher-team” system, using 
teachers and. observers in each class. No 
less than 26 of the parishes and missions 
reporting have the “two-deep” leadership 


method at work in at least some of the 
classes. Also encouraging is the extent of 
ongoing teacher-training now being un- 
dertaken within the Diocese. Forty-two 
reporting churches have some form of 
regular teacher training, varying, of course, 
in frequency and in materials handled. 

Insofar as questionnaires were not re- 
turned by all diocesan churches, one hesi- 
tates to draw general conclusions. It ap- 
pears likely, for instance, that a higher 
percentage of the churches using Seabury 
Press materials responded to the appeal 
than of those who do not. Even so, cer- 
tain trends appear clearly enough that 
some limited comment can be made. 

In the first place, the experience of the 
Diocese of California reflects fairly gen- 
erally the experience of the American 
Church at large. Approximately the same 
percentage of churches have attempted to 
use the Seabury materials as throughout 
the country as a whole, and with the ap- 
proximate same degree of satisfaction. 
We are meeting the same problems here, 
and in the same ways, as is the Church in 
other areas. Indication would seem to be 
that drastic statistical change will not take 
place, and that the two curricula, Seabury 
and Episcopal Church Fellowship, will 
now continue to win acceptance in a much 
more gradual way. Reports this fall from 
churches within the Diocese show that 
many of them, having begun to use the 
curricula within the past one or two years, 
are now hastening to supply the “pre- 
requisites” as rapidly as possible. A num- 
ber of diocesan churches, for instance, 


are ready for a “second try” at the Pa- 
rents’ Class program, and are starting it 
again this fall. 

The Department of Christian Educa- 
tion of the Diocese of California is not, 
of course, in the position of recommend- 
ing any specific curriculum. Members of 
the department feel strongly that certain 
emphases in Christian Education have 
validity, and that any curriculum which 
enables teachers to utilize these concepts 
can be conditionally recommended. At 
the same time, we feel constrained to point 
out that only the two more popular cur- 
ricula have been designed with these 
emphases in mind, and that, of the two, 
the Seabury materials, as the official pub- 
lication of the Episcopal Church, has much 
to be said in its favor. Of great impor- 
tance in considering curricula is the extent 
of revision which any series is undergo- 
ing, since it is only by constant revision 
that any course, however good to begin 
with, can be kept up to date. The Sea- 
bury courses will undergo revision every 
three years so long as they are published, 
and these revisions will be greatly influ- 
enced by reports of their actual use in the 
parishes of the Church. This factor alone 
would seem to weigh heavily in favor of 
these materials. 

Often heard criticism during the first 
years of the Seabury material was to the 
effect that the courses “lacked content.” 
The feeling was that the child who was 
brought up through a complete Seabury 
course would finish lacking much infor- 
mation about Bible, Prayer Book, Church 
history, and other fields of knowledge. 
Each succeeding grade release has shown 
clearly that the publishers, too, have been 
concerned with this criticism. Anyone 
picking up the 1957 third grade course, 
in which the pupil’s reader is a “Prayer 
Book Annotated” by Drs. Massey H. Shep- 
herd and Robert N. Rodenmayer, will be 
forced to agree that this particular criti- 
cism is no longer valid. Similar changes 
may be noticed in other later courses, and 
it is to be expected that next year’s revi- 
sions of grades 1, 4 and 7 will show 
similar improvements. 

Also, many teachers, in particular, felt 
that the early courses supplied far too 
little help in lesson planning and in the 
other day-to-day mechanics of teaching a 
church school class. Publishers of the 
curriculum were caught between two mill- 
stones here, first in their desire to help the 
teachers, but on the other hand in their 
desire to avoid “stereotyped” approaches 
to widely varying classes. Prime recom- 
mendation in this area is to the effect that 
lessons should be planned only after chart- 
ing the individual class’ reaction to the 
work the previous week. Hence, two 
classes studying the same material might

CDSP Begins New School Year 
With Largest Enrollment in History 


Beginning the new academic year with 
the largest enrollment in its history, the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific will 
have 155 students as compared to 128 last 
year, according to Dean Sherman E. John- 


son. The 66th year of operation of the 


school will find it with five dormitories 
for single students, including a new dormi- 
tory, a former fraternity house, being used 
for the first time. 

Included in the student body for the 
1957 fall term will be no less than 22 
students from the Diocese of California, 
something of a record for the Diocese as 
well as for the school.

In England and on the continent dur-

The very idea of holding 
the interest and making a spiritual contri- 
bution to the Bishops of the Church 
through a period of four hours disturbed 
my tranquility for days. I need only say 
that no more gracious, generous, and ap- 
preciative a congregation ever sat before 
me and I still carry in my heart the feeling 
of warmth engendered by the appreciation 
of the brethren and their interesting and 
lovely wives. Bishop Scarlett, formerly of 
Missouri, was to have the Quiet Day for 
the Bishops’ wives. Unhappily he became 
ill and so they were added to my group. 
The last hour of my meditations was dedi- 
cated to them. 


important Addresses 

There are a number of interesting high- 
lights which I wish you might have shared. 
The first was an address by the Rev. Dr. 
W. A. Visser 't Hooft, a brilliant and dedi- 
cated officer of the World Council of 
Churches, who, with his other gifts, speaks 
seven languages. He holds Doctors’ De- 
grees from the University of Aberdeen, 
Princeton, Trinity College, Canada, Ge- 
neva, Yale, Oberlin, and Oxford. He is an 
author of distinction. His subject was the 
“Ecumenical Movement in the Church.” A 
brilliant address was also made by the 
Rev. William G. Pollard, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Oakridge Institute of Nuclear 
Studies. Formerly professor of physics at 
the University of Tennessee, he has been 
honored by several universities with a 
Doctorate degree. His major interest now 
concerns the gifts of a nuclear reactor to 
St. Paul’s University, a Church-supported 
institution in Tokyo, Japan. The Vice 
Chancellor of the University of the South, 
clad in the scarlet and ermine robes of his 
office, Dr. Edward McCrady, presented 
our Presiding Bishop, Dr. Sherrill, for the 
Honorary Degree of Doctor of Civil Laws 
awarded by the Chancellor, Bishop Car- 
ruthers of Upper South Carolina. 

Three new Bishops were elected. For 
Central America, the Rt. Rev. David E. 
Richard, the Suffragan Bishop of Albany; 
for the Philippines, the Rt. Rev. Lyman 
C. Ogilby, hitherto Suffragan Bishop, now 
Bishop-in-Charge there, and for Mexico, 
the Rev. J. G. Saucedo of Cuernavaca. 
These elections are always held in Church 
after a service of the Holy Communion 
and this year the Bishops remained vested 


for the election. Quite as exciting as the 
formal business of the House is the fel- 
lowship and camaraderie of those who 
hold the office of Chief Shepherd. Oid 
friendships are revived, new associations 
made, and there is born a sense of frater- 
nity which overarches differences in places 
of residence, churchmanship, individual 
convictions and prejudices, and the ines- 
capable question uf age and youth. Many 
of us were housed in the homes of the 
Mountain but had our meals in Gailor 
Hall. The House met in the new Juhan 
gymnasium. I rejoiced that new construc- 
tion and ampler facilities have made pos- 
sible even more effective service by the 
University. The Theological Seminary has 
been entirely rebuilt and is charming and 
highly functional. Everyone has rallied to 
support the able and attractive new Dean, 
Dr. Alexander, who brings youth and un- 
usual ability to the discharge of the obli- 
gations of his important office. 


Executive Session 

Much of the finest work of the House 
of Bishops is done in executive session 
and therefore in secret, as it deals with 
matters that can best be solved in the at- 
mosphere of a family conclave. Plans 
were revealed having to do with the meet- 
ing of General Convention next year in 
Miami Beach, Florida. A number of us 
will sing our swan songs as active Dio- 
cesans and the Church will face one of the 
heaviest losses in its history through the 
resignation of Bishop Henry Knox Sher- 
rill, our outstanding statesman president. 

As I close this account I am leaving for 
the Far East. This trip is the release of a 
long suppressed desire to meet members 
of the Japanese, Chinese, and Filipino 
Churches. Strictly speaking, the Church 
in Hong Kong, although composed largely 
of Chinese, is located in the British Crown 
Colony. I shall be especialiy happy to 
meet again the Most Rev. Isobelo de los 
Reyes, the head of the Philippine Inde- 
pendent Church, whose friendship I was 
privileged to enjoy during the meeting of 
General Convention in Honolulu. So my 
next message will, I trust, be filled with 
some quaint highlights of a first trip to 
the Orient as seen, with something akin to 
the glowing eyes of youth, such has been 
my eagerness to make this trip and to have 
the privilege of these potential and new 
associations. 


As | See It 
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and missions were represented aud it was 
easily one of the happiest experiences of 
the sort we have had in the Diocese, due 
amongst other reasons to the high quality 
of Christian fellowship of the sixty men 
and women registered. There were lec- 
tures, discussions, services, delightful eve- 


ning programs, afternoon teas, swimming 
in the pool and other activities. We are 
grateful to Mrs. Farmer and the Diocesan 
Auxiliary for their part in making this a 
not to be forgotten week. 

Upon our return from the Ranch I went 
to St. John the Evangelist for the second 
large confirmation class in a few months. 
In the two groups among the many others 
there were over twenty-five young people 
presented for confirmation who had been 
brought into the church from the flourish- 
ing work among the youth largely in the 
neighborhood of the church. This is the 
centennial year of this fine old parish and 
plans are being made for a significant 
celebration in November of this year. 
Architecturally this is one of the finest 
churches in the Diocese, built immediately 
after the fire of 1906 and a replica of the 
fine old church at Tunbridge Wells, Eng- 
land. 


Beth Young to Rutgers 

During the week we bade goodbye to 
Miss Beth Young, our woman college 
worker at Stanford, who has gone to simi- 
lar work at Rutgers University in New 
Jersey. Miss Young has done an outstand- 
ing piece of work over the past five years 
on this strategic campus, and we owe her 
a real debt. During the past two or three 
years her work was made ever more effec- 
tive by the acquisition of the new Canter- 
bury House on the edge of the Stanford 
campus. We are greatly hoping we can 
obtain a full-time chaplain for the work 
and also an additional woman worker be- 
fore long. We have over 1200 Episco- 
palians in the student body of this Uni- 
versity and fully as many, I am certain, at 
the University of California. These cam- 
puses represent one of the greatest mis- 
sionary opportunities, without doubt, in 
the Diocese. 

On the third Sunday in July I held serv- 
ices at St. Timothy's, Danville, in the ab- 
sence abroad of the Rev. William Goodall. 
It is exciting to recall the progress being 
made in this new mission in the heart of 
one of the fastest expanding areas in the 
Convocation of Oakland. Five acres of 
ground adjacent to Diablo Country Club 
golf course have been acquired and plans 
for the first unit of the new church plant 
have been accepted. Work will begin 
soon on the new building, we are advised. 

St. Luke’s Dedication 

The dedication of the new building at 
St. Luke’s Hospital on July 23 was an 
epochal event in the life of the Diocese. 
It represents over a million dollars in 
building and equipment and serves to em- 
phasize the efhicency of the administra- 
tion headed by Mr. Kenneth Monteagle, 
chairman of the Board, and Mr. Joseph 
Zem, the director. It assures St. Luke's 
of a place of leadership among the hos-

wish to use very different lesson plans, 
depending upon the response of the two 
classes to the material presented. An at- 
tempt to provide a solution here has been 
made in the area of teacher training. The 
hope is to provide each teacher with 
enough training that he will feel compe- 
tent to make his own lesson plan, and to 
help him to understand how these plans 
can be made and carried through by peo- 
ple who are not trained educators. It is in 
this connection that your Diocesan depart- 
ment has adopted as its chief goal in 
1957-58 the “training of trainers” in order 
that rectors, vicars and directors of fe- 
ligious education may be helped to carry 
out this sort of training on the parish level. 


On the whole, we approach the 1957- 
58 Church School year with high hopes, 
yet with a feeling of a big job that has yet 
to be done. To expect the busy rector with 
the many demands upon his time to be- 
come, among everything else, an “expert” 
on Christian Education seems far-fetched, 
even to us. On the other hand, we have 
seen that only in those parishes where the 
rector is able to take an active personal 
interest has the church school program 
been really successful. The Department 
of Christian Education stands, as always, 
ready to give help in any area where it 
may be asked, either in terms of persona! 
consultation, teacher training, Parish Life 
Conferences, use of audio-visual materials 
or in any other way that may appear neces- 
sary to the individual churches.

The Rev. Frank Kent, 


Perpetual Deacon, Dies 

The career of one of the Church's “per- 
petual deacons,” and an old-time member 
of Holy Innocents’ Parish in the Mission 
District, came to a close on September 4 
with the death in a San Francisco hos- 
pital of the Rev. Frank Kent. Mr. Kent, 
who had received deacon’s orders in the 
Diocese of Sacramento, had been retired 
for many years, and was 88 years old at 
the time of his death. He had been active 
in the parish up until the last few days 
of his life, and had been stricken with his 
fatal illness on the previous Sunday while 
entering the church. 

Mr. Kent, who was a native of Eng- 
land, came to San Francisco at the age of 
18, and became a member of Holy Inno- 
cents just three years later. At the recent 
“old timers’ night” in the parish in con- 
nection with its Diamond Jubilee, he 
spoke of the early days of the church, and 
claimed an unbroken membership there 
of 67 years! Even during his years in 
the ministry, which he entered late in life, 
he maintained his connection with the 
San Francisco parish, visiting it often and 
preaching there from time to time. Most 
of his active life he had spent working for 
the Southern Pacific Co. 

Services were conducted at Holy Inno- 
cents’ by Bishop Clarence Hayden, coad- 
jutor of Sacramento, assisted by Bishop 
Shires and the Rev. George Graydon, 
rector. The Vestry of Holy Innocents’ has 
acted to establish a permanent memorial 
fund to Mr. Kent, the receipts to be used 
for theological education. 


“Church of Nativity” 
Founded at Marinwood 


To be called “The Church of the Na- 
‘tivity,’ a néw mission in Marinwood was 
organized formally on June 30 by Bishop 
Block, meeting with the Bishop's Com- 
mittee of the new congregation. Located 
in a subdivision of more than 500 homes 
which lies on the highway between No- 
vato and San Rafael, the new mission is 
only the latest in the series of mission 
churches which have been founded in the 
Diocese of California in recent months. 

Work on the Marinwood mission was 
begun by the Rev. Henry Getz of St. 
Paul's, San Rafael, and the Rev. Richard 
Shackell, vicar of St. Francis’, Novato. 
The Rev. Mr. Shackell has been taking 
services there in addition to his regular 
work in Novato. Various organizations 
have been set up, and a church school has 
been meeting in the subdivision since last 
spring, with classes being held in the 
homes of church members. According to 
the Rev. Mr. Shackell, it is hoped that the 
congregation may soon be able to purchase 
a house, and begin holding services there. 
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pitals of San Francisco and the Bay Area 
not only in the completeness and excel- 
lence of the equipment, but in the quality 
of its medical staff and nursing service.
